Mr. Forman has 
just killed several fine Poland China 
hogs, one of the heaviest of ihe num­ 
ber weighing 580 pounds. 
Mr. Forman stated the haras of such 
improved stock of hogs were very fat, 
and that large quantities of the sur­ 
plus fat had to be trimmed from the 
hams before they are cured. 
#If you want choice hog meat” said 
Mr. Forman “get one of the old fash­ 
ioned ‘pin® rooter’ hogs in good condi­ 
tion, then butcher him and cure the 
heat in the old fashioned smoke house, 
using hickory chips to make the smoke 
Such hogs should be about two years 
old and good and fat before being 
killed. There is a great deal of tean 
meat on the hams of sach swine, and it 
is choice.”
